“Extensive 
alterations and additions will be nec- 
essary at ‘“Yarralumla,” the ‘Gov- 
ernor-General’s residence in Can- 
berra and at Admiralty House, Syd- 
ney. - 

It. is believed a suitable residence 
must be bought or leased in Mel- 
bourne, where at present there is no 
vice-regal residence, Provision of a 
Melbourne residence is strongly fav- 
ored by ministers from Victoria.

The Tonth Commandment: the Sin 
of Covetousness: Exodus 20:17. Thou 
shalt not covet. This commandment 
differs from all the others in that it 
has to do with a man’s relation to 
himself, his inmost thoughts. Rather 
than being ,a law st acts, it 
directs man to control impulses which 
which may lead to acts. It legislates 
for the control of thoughts and de- 
sires. Keep-thy heart. with all dili- 
gence, for out of it are the issues of 
life, Proverbs 4:23. ' 

Desire in itself is not evil, Covet- 
ousness goes far beyond desire. ‘To 
covet is to find pleasure in’ what is 
seen as belonging to another, to cher- 
ish desire for its possession and use, 
to set the heart on it, to yearn and 
long for. it, to break the God-ordain- 
ed barriers in order to reach and 
seize it.’’ 

“The commandment specifies objects 
which in those early days were de- 
siréd—“thy neighbor’s house, thy 
neighbor’s wife. his man-servant, hs 
maid-servant, his ox, his ass,’’ - 
thing that was his neighbor’s. ‘To 
wish for @ house in which to live, to 
desire a wife to grace it, or the 
agents necessary to manage it, or 
marketable values in addition: these 
are helpful spurs to all knights. of 
industry, harmful to none—not even 
the possessors. Desire passes into 
evil,when it becomes envious of what 
others hold; when it would—were the 
power possessd—gird itself to self- 
gratification at another’s cost’’ (Al- 
lan Poole).

Treating Neck Fractures 


Method Of Denver Physician More 
Comfortable For Patient 

A new method of healing broken 
necks by boring holes in the skull’ 
and attaching wires through them| 
to pull the head up was described 
before the Southern Medical Asso-

_ The device, demonstrated by Dr. 


‘Ralph M. Stuck, of Denver, Colo., is 


designed to pull apart the broken 
fragments of the backbone until they 
have time to heal. It makes the

_In applying it to the victim of an 
automobile or other accident the 
young Denver physician bores two! 
holes in the skull just back of the}

there, 

The Husons and two men dis- 
mantled it at Dyea. Mrs. Huson en- 
twined the precious mechanism in 
yarn. They joined the gold-seeking 
chain of humanity that weaved across 
the frozen snow., They tugged it 
eight miles in 25 days. It took them 
two agonized days to get across 
Chilkoot Pass. When they finally 
reached Dawson, the piano was still 
in good condition, thanks chiefly to 
the yarn wrappings. 

“We were sick and ‘tired of the 
sight of it then," said Mrs. Huson. 
“Bill Emerson had a new singer at 
his Northern saloon and. he wanted 
the piano and when he offered. us 
‘$1,800 we sold: out, ! Topics &

eight petticoats. ‘I\told them for $15 
each.” ! 

The Husons opened ‘a restaurant. 
Money poured in and Mrs. Huson 
caught the gold fever and took up a 
bench claim.

HE beauty of flowers is an at- 

traction and a challenge to every 
camera owner. Frankly, good flower 
pictures are not easy to take and for 
that reason stccess brings more 
than ordinary satisfaction to the 
amateur photographer. 

Proper lighting, a large image and 
patient work with the camera are 
the essentials of flower photography. 
The best camera to use is one With a 
i long-extension bellows, enabling one 

to focus close to the flower, and hav- 

’ ing a ground glass focusing screen 
on which you can see the image be- 
fore snapping the shutter. 

But, if you haven’t such a camera, 
good work may be Jone with-ordi- 
nary folding or .box cameras, pro- 
vided a portrait attachment is-used 
to obtain a large image. This supple- 
‘mentary lens, which comes with a 
table: of focusing distances, makes 
it possible to work within arm’s 
length of the subject. Always use a 
tape measure to determine exactly 
the specified distance between:lens 
and flower.

‘BRITAIN PLANS 
~ TO PLACE NATION 
‘ON A WAR BASIS 


London.-The. British government 
is Jaying plans to place the whole in- 
dustrial life of the nation on a war 
basis a few hours after an outbreak 
of hostilities, 

The general ideas of the plan were 
learned after Sir John Anderson, 
lord privy seal, outlined to the House 


_ of Commons a new policy to build up 


civil defences. He announced a na- 
tion-wide voluntary drive for civilian 
defence and plans for a quick na- 
tional register. on a compulsory aman 
in wartime. 


The whole: idea of the scheme ts 
to draft a plan whereby the indus- 
trial life of the nation may be 
switched over to a wartime basis 
with a minimum of interruption and 
delay. It may include moving vital 
industrial plants from dangerous 
areas of the country to protect them 
from bombers. This might involve 
some form of compulsion over men 
and women workers to follow the 
plans but it is understood the govern- 
ment hopes it can bring capital and 
labor together without the necessity 
of compulsion, 

Sir John~- Anderson, the ‘cabinet 
minister responsible for civilian de- 
fence. told the House, of Commons 
20,000,000 handbooks would be sent 
to householders giving details of ser- 
vices open to volunteers, outlined 
other details of a broad voluntary 
project, and announced the plans for 
@ shift to compulsory national war- 
time registration which he said “may 
‘become necessary.” 

Sir John disclosed machinery is 
being set up to effect compulsory 
civilian mobilization within three 
weeks in case of war and said a vol- 
untary register by localities would be 
combined in peacetime with measures 
“for insuring that all who wish to 
serve their..country shall have the 
means of knowing how their services 


can best be util

NATION WIDE 
STRIKE IN FRANCE 
IS PUT DOWN 


Paris.—Lahbor disordets' broke out 
in eight French cities after Premier 
Edouard Daladier had smashed a 
nation-wide general. strike with: the 
threat of armed force and by ill- 
tary law. 

At Toulouse three police inspec- 
tors‘and the mayor of the city were 
injured: in clashes ° ‘between strikers 
and police. : 

Large groups of workers paraded 
through the main streets of the city, 
Smashing windows .of stores and 
automobiles. , : 

Mobile guards charged the crowd 
several times before restoring order. 

At Clermont Ferrand groups of 
strikers smashed store windows and 
attempted to seize the general. com- 
manding troops guarding the city. 
He brandished his revolver and es- 
caped in an automobile, 

The disorders broke out as workers 
left their jobs after enforced work- 
ing ‘hours. 

There were few disorders as the 
premier compelled public service 
workers to stick to their jobs under 
military orders. Labor tacitly ad- 
-| mitted. it--had. lost. its’ fight. with 
Daladier'in other industries as well, 
stating “the use of military force” 
resulted in a “resumption of work.” 

At Lille, Lyon, Nantes, Dieppe, 
Grenoble and Marseille there were 
encounters between police and mo- 
bile guards on the one hand and foiled 


' | strikers on the other. 


Guards fired into the air at Lille to 
break up @ group of several hundred 
Strikers who besieged them in a cafe. 
Lille crowds seized one of the mobile 
guards, tore’ off his helmet and took 
away his carbine, his cartridge belt 
and his automatic pistol. Eleven 
‘other guards who were patrolling 
with him called reinforcements by 
firing into the air. 

In another part of Lille. several 
hundred strikers ‘overturned a’ brew- 
ery truck and fought with mobile 
guards until they were. dispersed, 

At Marseille 10 persons were ar- 
rested for attacking police. 

Lyon crowds , clashed with police 
outside a metal factory, and at 
Nantes mobile guards and gendarmes 
Were attacked by refinery workers. 

At Dieppe a police: inspector. was 
injured by dockworkers. Eleven 
workers at Grenoble were arrested 
for “violence against. the pelice.” 

Organized labor of France had 
sought to tie up the country for one 
day in protest against the’ Daladier 
government’s economic Program. It 
was the first big ‘challenge to the 
Daladier regime. 

Daladier went ahead by ordering 
for France a three-year state of 
“economic mobilization,” and turned 
to a campaign for parliamentary ap- 
proval -ef his decrees imposing new 
taxes and suspending the 40-hour 
week—-labor's chief target in the gen- 
eral strike call. 

“Economic mobilization” was de- 
creed in the “national interest,’ the 
government said in explanation of its 
1939 budget demands. 

“During the whdle (three-year 
plan), the note ‘said, “the French 
must understand they are. in a state 
of ‘economic mobilization.” 

' Daladier broadcast his thanks. to 
| Workers for disregarding the general 
strike order. 

He said Nov. 30 would remain “an 
historic date” in French history be-

Equally important to an effective 
adjustment of western provincial fin- 
ances, Mr. Garson said, was prompt 
Dominion assistance in a general re- 
funding of provincial debt. Manitoba 
proposed refunding of its debt by the 
government.at 3% per cent., emulat- 
ing the Dominion’s success in obtain- 
ing lower interest .rates. 

“To do nothing about this provin- 
cial debt situation is the most. un- 
sound policy that Canada can follow 
at this. time,” he told the. commis- 
sion.” 


The supplementary sittings of the 
commission: concluded, one-year and 
two days after its first public sittings 
opened at Winnipeg. At the close 
Premier John Bracken of Manitoba 
said his government had been im- 
pressed by the way the commission: 
approached its work. : 

Chairman Dr. Joseph Sirois in turn 
complimented Manitoba for the care 
with which it had made the first and. 
final presentations heard by. the com- 
mission.. In declaring the public sit- 
tings closed, he added the proviso 
that they might be re-opened if 
special circumstances arose., 

Mr. Garson suggested to the com- 
mission Ontario's chief proposal, that 
the Dominion relinquish the income 
tax to the provinces and that the 
pro; 
of relief and social services, would 
not work because it. would not solve 
the financial-probiems of at least six 
other provinces. It would complicate 
the financial problems of the Domin- — 
ion' treasury, without any commen- 
surate benefit to any province but’ 
Ontario and possibly Quebec. 

The. Ontario. brief had emphasized 
each province*had to live within its 
budgetary capacity but Chester Wal- 
ters, Ontario comptroller,had stated 
orally Ontario recognized. some prov-

Four months after that, Mr. Gar- 
son continued, Permier Mitchell Hep- 
burn of Ontario himself. was report- 
ed as having endorsed the idea of 
the Dotninion government assuming 
responsibility for relief costs.

mier Maurice Duplessis of Quebec 
had joined in the endorsement.
